FIGHT ON THK TABIOFF BILL. 


News cornea from Washington that 


;he Sght on the tariff bill has not yet 
aegun, and it is too early to predict 
»nat will be the outcome. Some of the 
Democratic Senators are reported as 
laying that the MeKinley bill will not 
3e repealed at this session of Congress. 
•Some qf the schedules are unsatisfac- 
tory to members who believe in tariff 
reform, but not exactly on the lines of 
:he Wilson bill and they will fight it to 
the end. 


The change in the sugar schedule has 


partially allayed the hostility of the 
Louisiana Senators to the bill and they 
will probably give it their support 
Hill of New York is opposed to the in- 
jome tax features of the bill and for 
that reason may vote against it, though 
tie declines to commit himself until he 
makes hie speech. The Populist Sen- 
itors are also reticent and have not 
joinmitted themselves, and, it is said, 
will not commit themselves until the 
Dill is reported. 


All the Senator., ;t A Representatives 


lave endeavored to secure all the ad- 
vantages possible for the industries in 
vhich their constituent > are engaged. 
Tew England wants woolen and cotton 
(ooclr, protected und would not object 
o free w«ol were it not that they ro- 
juiro assistance from the wool-produc- 
ng States. South Carolina wants pro- 
ection for rice, and Louisiana and Ver- 
nont want protection on sugar. Penn- 
sylvania, West Virginia and Alabama 
nsist on retaining tho tariff on coal 
ind iron, and New Jersey wants a high 
ariff on pottery and glass. Maine, 
Michigan, Wisconsin and Washington 
iesire to retain tho duty on lumber, 
uid California and Florida are fighting 
ior protection for fruits, and so on to 
the end of the chapter. 


The tariff is, as General Hancock 


stated years ago, a local question. 
Every State wants protection for the 
industries in which it is engaged, 
rariff bills are mere compromise meas- 
ures agreed to by conflicting interests, 
rhe manufacturing East wants raw 
material as cheap as possible, while the 
\grieultunil and 
non-manufacturing 


West wants protection for its ruw and 
unfinished products.

THE BAILKOAD TTAll. 


The Union Pacific Cutting Round-Trip 


Tickets—A Probability That the KIo 
Grande or the Union Pacific 'Will Get 
All the Southern Pacific Business. 
Investigation at Chicago shows a 


demoralized condition of affairs on the 
part of the Union Pacific road. The 
Southern Pacific people claim to have 
discovered that the Union Pacific is 
catting round-trip tickets and stocking 
the market with the return portion of 
these tickets, thus enabling scalpers to 
undersell the roads. The Union Pacific 
action is helping the Santa Fe greatly 
In its fight with the Southern Pacific; 
and officials of the latter are very much 
annoyed over the position of the Union 
Pacific. They have procured a large 
number of cut-rate tickets issued by 
the Union Pacific and have asked the 
Union Pacific people to account for 
then- action, demanding that they re- 
deem those tickets at the regular rate 
of $60 each. 


It is stated on good authority that a 


plan is now on foot whereby the Santa 
Fe and Southern Pacific are to join 
issue and make an offensive and de- 
fenses treaty for the protection of 
transcontinental and Pacific Coast 
passenger business. The Union Pacific 
expects to join the combination and is 
making the present fight in order to 
secure as good concessions as possible. 


There is not much chance, however, 


that the Union Pacific's action will 
have the desired effect, as the Southern 
Pacific and Santa Fe, if they join bands 
can easily crowd the Union Pacific to 
the wall. If the latter remains ob- 
streperous the Southern Pacific and 
Santa Fe will join hands with the Rio 
Grande, and the latter will get the Cen- 
tral Pacific's business between Ogden 
and San Francisco instead of the Union 
Pacific. Thus, in case of an agreement 
between the Southern Pacific and the 
Santa Fe, either the Rio Grande and 
its connections wi!l be left out in the 
cold.

TO THOMAS VTBEN; 


A Part of the Play That Was Not On 


the Bill. 
RENO, March 10,1894. 


Thomas Wren, Esq., Eureka, Nevada— 


SIB:—I have read your last letter pub- 
lished in the JOUBNAI, referring to the 
Grand Bally of the Republicans at the 
Opera House in Beno two weeks ago. 
You Bay you got your information 
from the Gazette. Well, the Gazette gave 
a Tory fair report as far as it went, but 
being present myself I can assure yon, 
you have a faint idea of the grand 
occasion—from what was published. 
But this neglect on the part of the Be- 
publican Organ is|rather commendable 
than otherwise and shows conserv- 
atism as well as modesty. However, 
being an eye-witness, as stated above, 
I can make affidavit that the published 
report drew it mild indeed. Why, sir, 
an army with banners and two torch- 
light processions 
would not have
